Buyer’s Market 

Vice President Hufstader does 
not believe credit is out of hand.

It is the consensus of men such 
as Ford’s Lewis D. Crusoe, execu- 
tive vice president, and General 
Motors’ Hufstader that dealers 
who are working at the job of 
selling are doing well. They both 
point out that about midyear in 
1953 the nation came back to its 
normal and traditional buyer's 
market. Business now must’ be 
sought.

One feature which further bol- 
sters the picture of an expanding 
economy is that the cheapest 
models of both Ford and Chevro- 
let do not sell as well as the 
more expensive ones. 

The market for some time has 
been swinging toward the lower 
medium price cars and away 
from the lowest price models. 
One of General Motors’ strengths 
has been that its line is flexible 
enough in price range to take 
care of the market no matter 
which way it swings. 

This is why Ford is planning 
to add a new car to their line 
to fit in between the Mercury and 
the Ford. 

Lewis D. Crusoe, the man cred- 
ited with bringing order out of 
chaos in the Ford company fi- 
nancial system, when Henry Ford 
brought in his team headed up 
by now chairman of the board 
Ernest R. Breech, estimates that 
by 1960 there will be a 50 per 
cent increase in the number of 
American wage earners with a 
spendable income of $5,000 per 
year. 


Fabulous Industry 

The American: automobile in- 
dustry is truly a fabulous one, 
and the men in it cannot be pes- 
simists or doubters, All of them 
are adding new plants to prepare 
for the competitive sale of the 
years ahead. The astounding to- 
tal. of almost eight million cars 
produced this year was attained 
largely by overtime work. What 
the Big Three want is enough 
plants to produce more cars with- 
out the more expensive overtime. 

General Motors joins Chrysler 
and Ford in not worrying about 
a carry-over of filed stock, which 
is a phrase meaning this year’s 
models. 

The 1955 models are moving 
and the carry-over will be small. 

Both Crusoe and Hufstader be- 
lieve there will be an actual 
shortage of cars in the early 
weeks of the 1956 sales. 

There is no great change in the 
1956 models.

MOSCOW, Sept. 11 (UP)—West 
German Foreign Minister Heinrich 
von Brentano said today the Mos- 
cow talks between Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer and Soviet leaders 
were ‘going rather badly.”’ 

It was reported the German dele- 
gation is seriously considering bow- 
ing to Soviet demands that officials 
of the East German government 
take part in a conference to settle

BITTER EXCHANGE 

West Germany’s demand for re- 
turn of thousands of prisoners of 
war it says are held by Russia 
flared into a bitter exchange at 
Saturday's conference session. 

Adenauer tried to ease the ten- 
sion with a later face-to-face talk 
with Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul- 
ganin and this afternoon, played 
host leaders in a 
gala lunch designed to break the 
ice. 

Members of the 15-man Soviet 
group who attended the lunch at 
Adenauer’s country villa were 
laughing and joking afterward. 

But Von Brentano told newsmen 
the three-day old confer- 
ence was “not going so well.’ He 
cautioned, however, that one ‘‘can- 
not tell until the very last moment.’ 


WITH MOLOTOV 


The foreign minister gaid he 
would meet with Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov tomorrow 
in an attempt to agree 
on draft proposals to break the 
deadlock.

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South Stull Fighting 
Freight Rate Battle 


One of the most shameful blots on the 
American record is the discriminatory 
fréight rate structure that kept the South 
in a state of bondage to New England and 
the East for almost a century. 

Deliberately saddled upon the- South 
after the War Between the States, these 
punitive ‘freight rates helped reduce the 


section to incredible poverty. They con-. 


tributed to perpetuating the race problem 
and kept the section in permanent depres- 
sion as the result of an annual trade 
deficit that could not be overcome, 


This freight rate structure helped re- 
duce a third of the nation to the status 
of a colony to be exploited for the enrich- 
ment of the remainder. Politically impo- 
tent as a result of continuous postwar 
Republican control of government, the 
region had no recourse but to submit. 

Not until the 1930s did the South 
begin to muster enough political strength 
to throw off the shackles. Not until that 
decade, either, did the rest of the nation 
begin to realize that impoverishment of the 
South and the lack of purchasing power 
of its people were holding back the en- 
tire country. 

The fight to remove many of the dis- 
criminations did not fully succeed until 
World War II when the government 
needed the section’s resources and its 
manpower in the war effort. The result- 
ing economic revival has been unprece- 
dented in the nation’s history, contributing 
to an expanding national economy in 
which the South is almost an equal 
partner. 

All of the freight rate discriminations 
have not yet been removed. Southern gov- 
ernors now are preparing’ to ask the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to elimi- 
mate discrepancies that are costing the 
section millions of dollars on transporta- 
tion of grain. Walter R. McDonald, of 
the Georgia Public Service Commission, 
says that the South must pay 25 to 30 
per cent’ higher rates on grain shipments 
than do shippers of the West and the rest 
of the country. 

This discrimination is especially harm- 
ful to the new livestock and poultry in- 
dustries of the section. It hurts feed mills, 
bakers and food manufacturers. Since the 
South still imports much of its grain, the 
adverse effect on its economic develop- 
ment is great. 

This discrimination on commodity 
rates is unfair and unjust. Such delib- 
erate attempts to hold back one section 
of the nation for the benefit of the rest is 
economically unwise and morally fool- 
ish. Surely, we've learned that lesson.

From its beginnings in the home ol 
General Alfred Austell on Marietta St., 
through panics, wars and the great de- 
pression, the First National has played an 
important part in the history of Atlanta.

It is im- 
possible to think of the bank without 
thinking of Robert F. Maddox, born just 
four and a half years after the bank was 
chartered, once mayor of Atlanta, and for 
many years the chairman of its board of 
directors.

A Progressive Program 


The benefits of urban living are being 
carried into the suburban areas of Fulton 
County. 

At its regular meeting, the county com- 
missioners announced that money was on 
hand to extend five water mains into 
waterless, but well populated sections of 
the county. The commissioners also or- 
dered estimates of the cost of lighting four 
heavily traveled county roads. 

Lack of water in unincorporated areas 
has been a real handicap to the county. 
Atlantans have been building their homes 


along the abundant mains of Cobb and 
DeKalb Counties to the detriment of Ful~ 
ton’s population figures, property values 
and tax digest. The present commission, 
however, has worked hard and long on 
extending the city’s mains to the north 
and south. A $1,000,000 surplus will make 
construction possible as soon as the city 
agrees to supply the water. 


Street lights may be put up on Ros- 
well, Cascade and Campbellton roads and 
the Roosevelt highway. These roads bear 
heavy traffic and lighting them beyond 
the city limits will be an excellent safety 
measure. 


Fulton’s prospects for the year look 
good, The three cornmissioners are full of 
constructive ideas, and the county treas- 
ury has the money to pay for putting them 
into effect.

Soil Conservation Week: 


A Reflection on Waste 


This is Soil Conservation Week in 
Georgia and a most worthwhile observ- 
ance it is, too. No other activity is more 
important in the long run to the future 
welfare of the state and nation than is 
soil conservation. 


In the final analysis, the land is the 
source of all wealth. It is the source of 
our food, clothing, raw materials for 
industry and the mineral and water re- 
sources without which life could not be 
sustained. 


No people in the history of mankind 
have been quite as wasteful as have we 
in America, In our senseless exploitation 
of the soil we have destroyed in about 
three centuries what nature required 
millions of years to build. Millions of 
acres of once fertile soil have been depleted 
of their vitality. 


Early in this century the first organized 
efforts to conserve the remainder of our 
soil resources began. These were intensi- 
fied in the 1930s when the federal gov- 
ernment established the Soil Conservation 
Service to check the wastage. The results 
have been gratifying. 

Erosion, of course, has not been com- 
pletely checked. All farmers have not yet 
learned to make soil conservation a regu- 
lar routine. Wasteful practices still exist. 
But a big start has been made and mil- 
lions of acres of wornout soil is being 
returned to fertility and adapted to uses 
for which they were fitted. 

Soil conservation is as necessary a 
part of government and the national life 
as is government itself. The experience 
of history teaches us that once a nation 
loses the fertility of its soil that nation 
loses its vitality and dies. 

Let’s keep up the battle to save our 
soils and to restore the impoverished 
acres to fertility.

Atomic Power Debuts 
To Ciwilian Society 


The United States government has be- 
gun a program of making the atom and its 
uses less secret. 

Following the conclusion of the two- 
week atoms-for-peace conference in Ge- 
neva, Washington made nearly 1,000 
heretofore classified reports on atomic re- 
search available to interested industrial- 
ists. 

Lifting secret and other classifications 
on these reports is just the beginning. 
More will follow. All will have to do with 
non-military uses of the atom. 

The security of our store of atomic 
information was one of those burning is- 
sues which fore Washington apart, im- 
pugned the reputation of some very ex- 
cellént scientists and caused the great 
Professor Einstein himself to remark that 
if he were born again, he thought he 
would take up carpentry. 

The Geneva conference may have had 
something to do with ridding the nation 
of this obsession with secrecy. At Geneva 
it was fairly obvious that the other fellow 
knew nearly everything we knew, and 
maybe some things we didn’t.

Schools’ Teacher Shortage 
Is Not Impossible to Solve 


In the New York Herald Tribune 


There are, in the country as a whole, well over 500,000 women college 
graduates with no preschool children to care for, no jobs and the 
opportunity to make a major contribution toward solving the teacher 


shortage in the public schools. 

A nationwide campaign to en- 
courage a good proportion of these 
women to make the most of that 
opportunity has been organized un- 
der the auspices of the Women’s 
Bureau of the Department of La- 
bor, the United States Office of 
Education and the Committee on 
New Teachers for the Nation's 
Classrooms, which includes more 
than 20 national educational and 
civic organizations. 

The plan evolved by these gov- 
ernment officials, educators and 
laymen has four basic features: 
Careful screening to select candi- 
dates who would be likely to make 
successful teachers; planning for 
a permanent program to produce 
candidates qualified for standard 
certification, for ‘stopgap meas- 
ures and emergency certificates 
are not a satisfactory solution for 
a long-term shortage:’’ acceler- 
ated programs ‘‘of high quality’’ to 
be set up by’ state education of- 
ficers and approved institutions, 
and community-sponsored recruit- 
ing programs. 

The need for a new source of 
potential teachers is obvious, 
Even if all the 1955 graduates who 
prepared for teaching enter the 
profession—and in the past years 
only two-thirds of such graduates 
have — there would be barely 
enough new teachers for replace- 
ments and none for expansion.. 

Admittedly, the Women’s Bureau 
feels, the attraction of mature 
women to enter teaching is but one 
factor in solving the teacher short- 
age. A much higher proportion of 
college students should be drawn 


toward teaching. Those in the pro- 
fession should be persuaded to re- 
main longer, for the trend toward 
earlier marriages and the increas- 
ing birthrate is taking more and 
more women from the profession. 
And still another resource is to 
persuade those who have left to 
return, with the offer of refresher 
courses in special subject areas 
and methods. 

But the fourth resource must be 
explored. There are, in every 
community, college women under 
5) years of age, without young 
children, ‘‘who would be interested 
in teaching,’’ the Women’s Bureau 
believes, ‘‘and who have the intel- 
ligence, the maturity, the liberal 
arts background to make excellent 
teachers, They need only the train- 
ing in professional education.”’ 

The plan, for “community ac- 
tién to initiate local programs to 
screen the candidates with care, 
offer them intensive teacher train- 
ing near their homes under the 
direction of established teacher- 
training institutions and place 
them in local classrooms,” is not 
untried. More than a year ago 
three such programs were prov- 
ing successful in Southern 
California,. metropolitan Detroit 
and Ohio and early this year in 
New York City, both Brooklyn and 


City Colleges instituted special pro- 


grams. 

“The women who complete these 
programs,” the 4¥omen’s Bureau 
reported, “are qualified for stand- 
ard elementary teaching certifi- 
cates and usually become good 
teachers.”

For five years, now, hundreds of thousands of persons in the United 
States have been subjected to a barrage of distorted and often farbri- 
cated accusations against the United Nations Educational, Scientific and

WANTED DECISION 


This information, which was 
passed through diplomatic chan- 
nels, was reported to the State de- 
partment with a request for a pol- 
icy decision on whether the United 
States government would grant a 
passport for this purpose. 

The State department said it 
would not: The official position 
taken was that so long as Ameri- 
can civilians were being held by 
the Communists against their will, 
the United States was not going to 
permit other Americans to take the 
same chance of being incarcerated. 


It was pointed out to officials 
here that newspapers have the 
responsibility to report the news 
wherever it happens, and that 
their responsibility to report that 
news to the American people in- 
creased wherever there was a 
threat of war by the country con- 
cerned against the United States. 


COULD REPORT 


It was also pointed out that, 
under the State department rule, 
U. S. papers could still report 
the news in China but that they 
would have to send non-Ameri- 
can staff members to do the job, 
even though Peiping might ac- 
cept an American correspondent, 


The State department’s answer 
to this was that nobody was 
going to be given a passport to 
go to China as long as other 
Americans were in jail there, 
and this was backed up by a 
Treasury department ruling that, 
under the trading with the enemy 
act, dollars spent in Communist 
China would be spent illegally. 


Recent events, however, have 
forced a review of this policy. 
First of all, the State depart- 
ment’s right to deny passports to 
citizens has been challenged by 
the courts. Second, U.S. citizens 
have been going to countries on 
the prohibited list this summer 
even though their passports have 
not been validated for travel 
there, and:the State department 
has not taken any action against 
them. 


NEW TREND 

Finally, since the Geneva con- 
ference, the trend in the govern- 
ment here has ‘been toward in- 
creasing the flow of people, ideas 
and goods between the Commu- 
nist countries and the United 
States. 

The specific recommendations 
to the secretary of state about 
liberalizing passport policy, how- 
ever, does not, yet deal with the 
China problem. This recom- 
mendation merely suggests that 
citizens be allowed to go where 


WHEEL AND CLOCK 


6-Story Balloons Take

Truth Behind Curtain

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11—Giant ‘‘Rube Goldberg’’ balloons, six 
stories high, and equipped with an intricate device made of a 


bicycle wheel, an alarm clock and razor blade, are now dropping 


are being launched from three 
West German sites by the Free 
Europe Press which. is associated 
with Radio Free Europe. 


They are a new weapon in a 
stepped-up campaign to plummet 
enormous quantities of anti- 
Communist liter ature into Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and Hungary. 
From April to Aug. 31, 90-million 
pieces of literature have been 
sent. into satellite countries, 
largely by balloon. Since April 
1954 the total is 211 million pieces. 
The new “Rube Goldberg’’ bal- 
loons are the latest gimmick in 
the ceaseless propaganda war- 
fare across the satellite frontiers 
in Europe. 


They are almost six stories high 
when inflated and are made of 
polyethalene plastic. They are ca- 
pable of carrying a 450-pound 
load of pamphlets. 

The balloon has a diameter of 
34 feet. Below it is attached a 
device resembling a_ bicycle 
wheel. To each of the spokes is 
attached a packet of leaflets. An 
alarm clock is set in the wheel to 
which an ordinary safety razor 
blade is connected. The clock 
slowly moves the blade along the 
rim of the wheel, cutting off 
packets of leaflets at fixed inter- 
vals every few minutes. 

This long-range balloon is em- 
ployed to deliver large quantities 
of propaganda deep behind the 
Iror Curtain. It has a range of 
hundreds of miles and is able to 
ascend 5 to 50 miles. It can stay 
up a week or longer. 


Another new balloon now being 
used is of the ‘‘earthworm’”’ type 
of scalloped plastic—a large-scale 
model of the ordinary children’s 
fancy elongated balloon. This bal- 
loon has a 23-foot diameter. It is 
equipped with a _ window-shade 
device into which 180 pounds of 
leaflets may be rolled. 

There is a spring and friction 
brake which enables the window 
shade to be continuously pulled 
out. At each tug another shower 
of leaflets floats to earth. 

The two balloons are part of 
what Free Europe Press calls its 
‘‘Juniper’’ operation. They are 
primarily used for: Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia. They deliver the 
newspaper ‘Free Europe’ ‘o 
Czechoslovakia and ‘‘Free Hun- 
gary” to Hungary, an eight-page 
leaflet size newspaper. 

These balloons took a leading 
part in a saturation operation 
carried out In early July in which 


millions of anti-Communist leaflets behind the Iron Curtain. 
The amazing new contraptions, 


were dropped on Prague in a 10- 
day period, timed to coincide 
with a visit of some 300,000 
Czechs to the city for ‘‘Sparta- 
cus’’ sports festival.

Another time, he said, he was 
walking along a path and came 
across huge elephant tracks. 

**They were fresh,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
we decided to track the elephant 
down.

|hours before spotting it. 

“He apparently heard me. He

Con- 
sequently the new _ giant-size 
spheres are launched only at 
night. 


ADA Marks 
Democrats in 


84th ‘Liberal’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (#—The 
Americans for Democratic Action 
said today the average Senate 
Democrat in the first session, 84th 
Congress, supported the “‘liberal 
position’’ 60.20 per cent of the time 
as against a Republican average 
of 13.5 per cent. 

In the House, the ADA, which 
describes itself as progressive and 
anti-Communist, said the average 
Democrat voted liberal 68.6 per 
cent of the time compared with 
32.4 per cent for the average Re- 
publican. 

ADA chose 10 roll calls in each 
chamber on what it called “key 
liberal vs. conservative issues’’ for 
its analysis of the party voting 
records. Issues selected included 
taxes, reciprocal trade, foreign aid, 
public housing, Alaska-H aw aii 
statehood, an amendment to the 
Natural Gas Act, and last Decem- 
ber’s (83rd) Congress vote on the 
McCarthy censure resolution. 


On the basis of its own selected 
roll calls, the ADA said, four Sen- 
ate Democrats, Humphrey, Minn.; 
Kefauver, Tenn.; Lehman, N.Y., 
and McNamara, Mich., but no 
Republicans, scored 100 per cent 
by supporting the “‘liberal’’ posi- 
tion on all key votes. Nineteen 
Republicans and one Democrat, 
Thurmond, S.C., scored zero. “
